Committee recd Ted (rom 
th* treasury department tile draft of 
a Id!! providing for the creation of a 
lorporation to purchase and operate 
merchant vessels to carry American 
products abroad during the war. 
Tile bill wa* drafted by officials of 
the treasury department and a com­ 
mittee of business men, with the ap­ 
proval of re sid e n t Wilson. 
The capita! stock of the corporation 
Is to he $ I n,(>00,000 a majority of which 
is to be owned by the government, 
the remainder to be sold to the public. 
The bill provides for the issue of $3,- 
<00,dot) of Panama Canal bonds to fl- 
nance the corporation and Its opera 
(ion. 
The administration 
bill providing 
for government insurance on Ameri­ 
can vessels engaged In foreign trade, 
and their cargoes, was favorably r«* 
ported for ai tion to both houses of 
congress after brief hearings in com­ 
mittees. 
"The Immediate need of tills legis­ 
lation ie this," Majority leader Under 
wood told the house committee. “We 
owe European countries a great deal 
of money. We don't want to sen«\ our 
gold over to pay these debts. 
This 
insurance plan will let uh send our 
wheat, corn and cotton to pay our bal­ 
ances abreed. 
The risk is slight. 
I 
think conditions will require us to 
keep this bill on the statute books but 
a short time.* 
In connection with the bill to buy 
merchant ship**, white house officials 
said there was 
no lack 
of foreign 
vepsels offered for sale; but would not 
■ay what companies had already Indi­ 
cated their wish to sell. 
It was re­ 
ported. however, that a part of the 
Hamburg > mer ii an fleet was available 
alfin hers of both houses assured the 
provident the plan would encounter 
little serious opposition. 
Efforts will 
bf made, they said. ‘to pass the bill 
nett week. 
It has not been determin­ 
ed whether naval 
officer* 
will 
be 
p)S> ed in command of the ships but 
the president Is said to favor that 
course. 
The right of th* United States to 
buy ships from nationals of countries 
engaged In war without violating neu 
ira ll t y Is not questioned at the white 
bouse. 
The administration viewpoint 
is that 
the 
welfare of the United 
States demands tire step. 
The length of time that the gov­ 
ernment would operate the proposed 
merchant fleet after the {ttssage of 
the European crimes has not been con­ 
sidered, but It has been suggested that 
some of the ships might be retained 
as naval auxiliaries or as transport*.

out of trio project, it was predicted, 
but that phase did not figure In the 
administration's program.

H E successor to Tope Pius X. 
will be chosen by the college of 
cardinals. 
The elections begin 
at least ten days after the pon­ 
tiff’s death. The administration of the 
church during the Interregnum be­ 
longs to the cardinals, who are to the 
church what the senate in this coun­ 
try is to the United States. 
They can 
undertake no important change in the 
affairs of the church. The dean of the 
sacred college is their president. 
The 
duty that devolves upon them Is mere- j 
ly to elect the next successor to St. 
Peter. 
In the first session of the conclave 
each of the cardinals takes a solemn 
oath on the gospels to observe the can­ 
ons that refer to the election In the 
conclave. 
The hulls of the nine popes 
who legislated on the mode of pro­ 
cedure In the election of the pope by 
ballot in the conclave are read aloud 
to them.

read. and again the cardinals take th*

to conscientiously observe th* 
canons regulating the election. 
An ad 
dress Is delivered by the cardinal dean 
as ah exhortation to do their duty. 
Up to this time tin* cardinals ara in 
communication with the outside world 
but at the stroke of the midnight bel' 
the m aster of ceremonies rings a sllvei 
be!!, and all w ho are not In the con. Inv* 
retire. 
The doors are finally arid sol 
emuly closed, aud no one Is allowed tv 
pass in or out. 
Attendant* In th* Conclave. 
Bach cardinal i* allowed to have two 
members of bis household in personal 
attendance uism him. 
These are call 
cd conclavists. 
A num ber of other at 
teudunts are also allowed Inside the 
conclave— namely, a carpenter, a ma 
son , ?i sacristan, a friar or monk to 
hear confession*, a num ber of barbers 
eight or ten porters and several othei 
domestics to do common service to tin 
w hole body of cardinals. 
The word •‘conclave'’ comes from the 
fact of closing the door with u key. 
‘•Clavi*’’ in Latin means tx key 
The 
word conclave refers to the inclosure 
as well a* to the body of cardinal* in 
session. 
The cells in 
which 
the cardinals 
dwell during election* are tw enty feet 
square and tw enty feet high. 
When 
all are assembled within the window* 
and all entrances to the conclave arc 
closed. 
There is only one door to the 
conclave, and this Is locked with a 


double key, one on the outside and 
one on the inside. 
The governor, who 
is a cardinal appointed by the sacred 
college, holds one key on the inside, 
and the marshal, who i» a 'ay official, 
is the custodian of the key on the out 
side. 
No Communication Possible. 
T here are four aperture* in the walls, 
called gates, through which ab meal* 
for the cardinals joy passed aud any 
thing else that is absolutely required

1 tenth congregation followed at 11:4.’ 
Cardinal 
Oreglia 
distributed 
silver 
medals. Issued ss insignia of the tem 
poral power during th e interregnum. 
T he cardinals then w ent to their 
homes for the last tim e l>eforo the 
m e e t i n g of the conclave and reassem­ 
bled In the Pauline chai**! Ht 
p. rn. preliminary to their entrance 
Into the sealed qu arters 
The assem ­ 
bled prelates and the atten d an t priests 
sang, many of them w ith voices which 
w ere thin and quavering. "Come, O 
Holy Ghost.” 


Praytrn In S'stin* Chapel. 
A procession was form ed at & o’clock, 
and the menil*era of the sacred col­ 
lege marched slowly through the royal 
hulls. 
Cardinal Oreglia led the pro­ 
cession. 
Ka ch cardinal w as attended 
by a member of the Noble guard, his 
chaplain and a servant. 
The procession stopped first at the 
Sistine chiliad for final prayers. Then 
a member of the Noble guard escorted 
each cardinal to his cell, bade him fare­ 
well and expressed the hope that he 
would next see him on the throne of 
St. Peter. 
Lac Ii cardinal re»i»ondcd. 
according to custom, that the guard 
w as entitled to usk him for two fa­ 
vors. 
It w as not until 7 o’clock, after the 
final "exeunt (mines.” tile marshal hav­ 
ing taken the oath to protect the sacred 
college in the perform ance of its g rea t­ 
est duty. that tile ceremony of closing 
up the door and sealing up the con­ 
clave was literally carried out. 
G en ­ 
uine walls of masonry had been built 
across all the doors mid passages. 
It was an Impressive aceite when the 
m em bers of tin* sacred college entered 
the S i s t i n e c h a p e l two by two each 
walking slowly to his canopied seat or 
throne.
